Conn., by Henry M. Burt, and published 
in the Courant of that city : 


"A little after six o'clock Saturday 


night I was in my office (in the old Sum- 
mit House on Mount Washington) and 
had just given directions to Darby about 
making up a form, when all at once I 
felt a tremenduous blow in the back. I 
could not imagine at first what caused it, 
but instantly thereafter I saw a ball of 
fire as large as a man's head directly in 
front of me, not three feet off.

what bad happened. Help came immed- 
iately and I was removed to my room in 
the hotel and undressed. 
Dr. Strong, a

In the course of two or three 


hours I could begin to move my leg a 
very little. This (Monday) morning I 
find myself quite comfortable, though I 
cannot walk without a cane, and my leg 
pains me considerable.

electric storm. 
It had begun to rain a 


little, but there had been no flashes of 
lightning. It was as startling as it would 
have been to get a clap of thunder out of 
a clear sky.

HOLDING POWEE OF NAILS.—The ex- 


tensive use to which nails and screws are 
put in construction lends 
considerable 


interest to any records of experience 
tending to discover their holding power. 
Haupt in his "Military Bridges," gives a 
table of the holding power of wrought 
iron lOd nails, 77 to the pound, and 3 
inches long. 
The nails were driven 


through^ 1-inch board into a block, and 
the board was then dragged in a direc- 
tion perpendicular to the length of the 
nails. Taking a pine plank nailed to a 
pine block with eight nails to the square 
foot, the average breaking weight per 
nail was found to be 380 pounds. 
Simi- 


lar experiments with oak showed the 
breaking weight to be 415 pounds. With 
12 nails to tbe square foot the holding 
power was 5424 pounds, and with 6 nails 
in pine 4631 pounds. The highest result 
obtained was for 12 nails to the square 
foot in pine, the breaking weight being 
in this case 612 pounds per nail. 
The 


average strength decreases with the in- 
crease of surface. 
Tredgold gives the 


force in pounds required to extract 3d 
brads from dried Christiana deal at right 
angles to the grain of the wood as 58 
pounds. The force required to draw a 
wrought iron 6d nail was 187 pounds, 
the length forced into the wood being 1 
inch.

AN INDU8TKIAL MONSTER. 


At Johnstown, in the valley of the 


Conornaugh, wo encounter the works of 
the Cambria Iron Company, which roar 
and flame proudly, as if aware that they 
constitute probably the largest single 
iron and steel works in the work. 
The 


company employs 8,000 operatives; keeps 
nine furnaces going at this place and four 
elsewhere; has perhaps eighty acres un- 
der roof at Johnston; mines 700,000 
tons of coal for its own use, and does 
annually a business of $10,000,000 or 
$20,000,000. In 1881 it produced 45,- 
000 tons of iron roils and 120,000 tons of 
steel, saying nothing of steel springs in 
quantity, boiler iron, or the machinery 
manufactured for its own use. It is 
worth recording that eminent foreign me- 
chanics have admitted that at Johnstown 
three times the amount of work is done 
which would be accomplished with the 
same plant in Europe. In and out of the 
shops and all through tbe yard* wind 
forty miles of track, on which trains 
loaded with ore, coal, slag or hot ingots 
of steel are running every moment ot two, 
eighteen locomotives being kept in use 
for this purpose, and several stackless 
ones for running into the adjacent mines. 
The steel ingots, by the way, are the 
largest steel castings made 
anywhere, 


excepting Krupp cannon, and 
weigh 


5,500 pounds each, measuring 184 inches 
square, aud yielding eight rails apiece. 
The works were founded at this spot with 
the idea of utilizing the iron ore of the 
vicinity : but steel has now become its 
supreme object, and ores are brought 
from Spain, Ireland, Elban and Michi- 
gan to mix with the local brown hema- 
tites. 
The direct coal flame is not used 


in fusing the ore, but only tbe gasses 
generated from coal. This intensified 
beat is stored in Whitworth stoves, im- 
-nense iron bound cylinders like chimneys, 
n which the temperature is 1,700 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 
Thence it is distributed 


ihrough pipes wherever it is wanted ; but 
rst the burning gasses are passed 
.lirough a receptacle charged with water, 
which actually washes tho fire so as to 
remove various constituents that might 
coat and injure the tubes through which 
t is conveyed. The calorific agent thus 
>rcpared not only supplies the furnaces, 
but runs the hydraulic and other engines, 
and is in part carried back to the stoves 
to begin over again. "So that," said Mr. 
Webb, tbe general superintendent, "we 
come as near to lifting ourselves by our 
own boot straps as possible." 


At Johnstown may be seen a 1,000 


horse power engine making ninety revo- 
lutions a minute—something hardly at- 
tempted elsewhere; the sawing of rails, 
hot and cold : the puddling process ; the 
Bessemer system ; and the Pernot opeu- 
hearth method of oxidation. The most 
interesting and impressive is the Besse- 
mer, which decarbonizes melted iron is 
huge converters l?y forcing an air stream 
through it. 
First the silicon rushes out 


of the converter in a thick volume of 
orange flame; then the carbon, like white 
fire. When that is over, a rill of snap- 
ping, scintillating Spiegel iron is let in, 
to mingle with the pure iron that lien 
candescent among its own radiations of 
peach blossomed colored light: and after- 
ward the perfected steel is poured into 
quarter ton ingots as easily as if only 
cream candy drops \\tra being made. 
Hut when the converter is turned for 
pouring there is a rush of sparks clear 
across, the foundry, arched like the rain- 
bow nnd fiery as a comet. 
The effect is 


as beautiful as the whole work is fierce 
nnd prodigious. 
For the Pernot process 


the Siemens fiirmce is used, producing 
the most intense of all terrestrial heats. 
You look into a peep hole of the open- 
hearth caldrons through a plate glass— 
without that your cy«sij>lit would be ex- 
tinguished—and see the'iron there melted 
into a dead white wrinkled semi-liquid, 
which has precisely the appearance of a 
snow drift 
Finally the product is tested, 


how thoroughly may bftfludgcd when it is 
mentioned th.it steel for the Brooklyn 
bridge was required to bciid doubls in 
inch square rods without breaking. 


The Cambria Company's monster has 


literally eaten up one side of a hill , the 
ground on which it stands is all under- 
mined, and the pith of another HII across 
the Concniaugh is gradually being dravn 
out bv the miner's pick. A fine library 
in 
a charmingly designed building is 


placed at the service of the mechanics by 
their employees . but Johnstown itself is 
a dispiriting borough, shabby and dirty. 
Darkness, and desolation are apt to spread 
where manufactures get a foothold ; but 
the factories themselves are grandly ele- 
mental 
enough to compensate. It is 


more in the streets and houses of the 
working people that the need of beauty 
is felt, to evercome the discord which the 
works bring into the picturesque high- 
lands.—Harper's for August.

judiciously ; in other words, he must not 
use undue violence. 
When the case 


came before him in a lower court, Judge 
Davis said that the wife's tongue often 
inflicted more cruel wounds tbau could 
the husband's fist or stick.

Seashore visit* in the summer time are 


so habitually spoken of in 
connection 


with surf bathing or salt water baths that 
most people have come to regard tbe 
bathing as tbe chief agent in the restora- 
tive or recuperating influence of tbe tea- 
shore holiday. While tbe salt water bath, 
whether in tbe surf or in tbe tub, is un- 
doubtedly one of the great advantages of 
the seaside, it is not the only one, and 
perhaps it is not the principal.

A GRACEFUL WALK — An English 


lady now "professing" calisthenics in 
Chicago has uttered her dictum on the 
American walk. She says it is ungrace- 


ful, like the German walk, and that the 
cause of its awkwardness lies in the fact 
that when Americans walk they place the 
nee'on the ground first. The English 
and Frei>ch, she says, are taught in their 
youth to walk properly, and have there- 
fore an elegant gait. The elegance is 
produced by placing the ball of the foot 
upon the ground before the heel. We 
have never seen this feminine professor 
walk, and cannot therefore pronounce 
upon her gait ; but we have seen English- 
men and Frenchmen walk, and truth com- 
pels us to state that Jhey put their heels 
down first. The only persons we know 
of who habitually walk in the manner 
recommended by the professor are boys 
and girls in school, and ladies whose 
shoes will not allow their heel to get 
within two inches of the ground. 
We 


are bound to say that in either of these 
cases is the result of a character to en- 
courage the general adoption of the gait 
by persons who wish to be graceful. 
Neither a boy tiptoeing through a school 
room, nor a lady torturing herself on 
French heels, can be considered a model 
of beautiful motion. The placing of the 
ball of the foot upon the ground before 
the heel makes necessary one of two 
things : either motion backwards, or a 
bending of the knees to an extent that

recommend as a substitute for cesspools 
is expensive, liable to get out of order 
within a few years, and requiring con- 
stant supervision. This is the system of 
sub-surface irrigation, which has received 
the approval of some of the best informed 
sanitary engineers in Europe and the 
United States. It substitutes for cess- 
pools two, or sometimes three tanks, the 
contents of which are discharged once in 
twenty-four hours through a connecting 
system of tile-pipes underground, and be- 
ing distributed over a large area are 
•readily absorbed by the soil and vegeta- 
tion. On a large scale its operation is 
considered remarkably successful. For 
single residences it is open to some 
practical objections, the monthly clear- 
ance of the tanks and the exhumation and 
relaying of the tile-pipes as often »s once 
in five years being tbe principal ones. 
Probably it is the best system of drain- 
age for suburban houses yet devised; 
but it is by no means perfect.—N. Y. 
Tribune.

Dr. .Nathan Allen's argument in the 


Popular Science Montnly, in which he once 
more shows that the New England stock 
is dying out and beii g replaced by Irish, 
does not affright us so much as it did 
when lie first" began to publish on the 
subject. 
We have learned that somehow 


the New England stock remains tolerably 
abundant and not intellectually inferior 
to the imported article ; and we begin to 
look around to see what is the explana- 
tion. 


In the first place, New England is no 


longer the six Northeastern States. New 
England is spread over the country. New 
Knglanders by birth or descent are more 
numerous out of New England than in it. 
And it is not the least vigorous of the 
New England stock that have left New 
Kngland. 
Tliey have gone West and 


have multiplied nnd ure multiplying. Tell 
us, Dr. Allen, is it New England's chil- 
dren, or Irish or Get mans who, in Iowa, 
have multiplied 
into votes enough to 


make that a prohibitory State 1 We only 
need open our eyes to see that there 
must be some mistake in the statement 
that the New England blood has ceased 
to propagate itself. 


JJut in New Englmd itself, after all 


we are disposed to admit of the heavy 
growth of the Irish population, we do not 
admit that the coudr.iori is as extreme as 
Dr. Allen makes it. 
We allow that the 


New Enghnd families are not what they 
used to be, nor what we think they ought 
to be ; but it -does not follow that the 
constitution ot" our riitivc stock is being 
worn out. 
Our y»uu<; men and ouryoiing 


women have not lost physical vigor. Our 
young women bred in cities are generally 
models of health, though the health is got 
more on mental and less on hard physical 
exercise than once. 
Our girls live health 


ier and ale stionger than fifty years, ago. 
Hut it is a sad fact that they more and 
mure put off marriage so late that large 
families are not to 
l>e expected. 
Those 


girls who would gladly rear large families 
if married at twenty-one or two, dread 
the responsibility, or are less capable to 
rear healthy children at thiilj-five. 
iiut 


the Irish girls put oil their marriage also. 
They remain in seriice year after year, 
ulien Nature would have seen them mar- 
ried , and their children are then few or 
are sickly. 


And this reminds us that it is not the 


birth rate alone, but the death taie which 
nuibt be studied, as Ins been showd by 
Dr. Jarvis. 
Fewer, far fewer of our 


native stock die in infancy than of the 
foreign stock. 
The) are carefully nursed, 


nnd grow up to have perhaps small fami- 
lies of their own. l!ut the mortality in 
in our Irish families is very great. 
The 


cluldien fall oixsy victims not only to the 
ordinary epidemic diseases, but to con- 
sumption. 
So far a1- we can learn there 


is not a larger number of children that 
grow up to mature -.ears in our foreign 
born than in our American born families. 


New England is growing rapidly in 


population, every Stite in it, though so 
rapidly exporting its native stock. 
Their 


place is in great pait taken by those of 
foreign birth nnd tluir children. 
We do 


not grudge them the 100111. 
If they prove 


a sturdier stock than what Ins gone oe- 
fore let them crowd it out. 
We would 


have the best win. But we think it will 
take more than one generation to get the 
Irish well accliruatuil to their new place 
and life. 
Meanwhile they are growing 


into an educated, industrious and moral 
population of which we have little fear 
We believe they will be found to fissimi- 
lite, more than some hope and others 
fear, with the population about them.

Dr. Allen's somenlut doleful vaticina- 
tions could have one result, that of rais- 
ing the question win ther whether some- 
thing cannot be done to encourage early 
marriages, we bhould be glad.—Indepen- 
dent.

This is true of ostriches living in large 
flocks in the burning deserts of Africa, 
but at the Cape they build nests of grass 
and similar materials, and male and fe- 
male birds take turns in hovering over 
the eggs. The same habit has been ob- 
•erved recently at Gape York, Australia, 
and in the Philippine Islands, but in 
other parts of Occanica the ostriches 
gather in advance a large quantity of 
vegetable matter, nhich they allow to 
decompose in the sun, and in which they 
bury their eggs, leaving to the hotbed 
thus formed the responsibility of hatch- 
ing the eggs.

SCIENTIFIC MISCELLANY. 


Hooks are, of cou rse, much read by the 


sick, and this fact, the London Lancet 
point out, makes the- danger of distribut- 
ing disease through the medium of cir- 
culating libraries a \ ery considerable one. 
The invisible partic-les which carry the 
infection or contagion may harmlessly 
lie between the pages of a bound book 
for weeks, months, or even years, to be 
dislodged at some unpropitious moment 
when the volume chances to be bandied 
by a susceptible person. 
Among the 


maladies most liable to be communicated 
by tbis agency may be mentioned meas- 
les, scarlet fever, diphtheria, ordinary 
sore throat, whooping cough, and bron- 
chitis and other chest affections. 


The world's supply of amber appears to 


be inexhaustible. The "blue earth" of 
Samland—the most important source of 
the supply—extends along the Baltic for 
CO miles, and possesses a breadth of 
about 12 miles and an average thickness 
of 10 feet. 
Runge estimates that every 


12 cubic feet of this earth contains 
pound of amber. 
This gives a total of 


some 9,600,000,000 pounds, which, at the 
present rate of quarrying, is sufficient to 
last for 80,000 years. 
Amber is the fos- 


silized gum of trees of past ages, and, on 
the suppositions that these trees had the 
same resin-producing capacity as th* 
Norway spruce, and that the amber was 
produced on the spot where it is now 
found, Oocppert and Mcngc, in a new 
German work, estimate that 300 forest 
generations of 120 years must have grown 
on the Samland blue earth to give it its 
present richness in this product. 
It is 


much more probable, however, that the 
amber came from a large area and has 
been collected in its present position by 
the action of water. It is also probable 
that the trees were more resinous than 
the Norway spruce. 


Recent obssrvatioiis have proved that 


much of the light from stars is lost in 
passing through the earth's lower atmos- 
phere, as it is found that the stars ap- 
pear brighter when seen from the sum- 
mits of lofty mountains than when sur 
veycd from lower levels, and as a conse- 
quence many more of them are visible 
from the elevated stations. 
In connec- 


tion with a project for a new French ob- 
servatory on the Pic duMidi, General de 
Nansauty reports that from the proposed 
site of the building fifteen or sixteen 
Ple^ides aie visible to the naked eye, 
while the stsu's shine so brilliantly that it 
is easy to read by their light alone. 


"It startles most people," observes Mr. 


R. A. 1'roctor, "to be told they never see 
the stars, and yet in an important sense 
this is quite true. 
The human eye, or a 


telesuope, forms an optical image with 
the light rays received from the stars, but 
not a picture. The stars are too far off 
for their light to bring to us the small- 
est visible representation of their surface, 
and the discs which a we'1-corrected tel- 
escape shows aro only optical images. 
If, 


on a clear, calm liight, when the air is 
steady, a telescope is pointed at a planet, 
it forms a real picture, though the dis- 
tance of the object prevents details, even 
of considerable size, fro:n being seen. 
If, after using an eye piece that magnifies 
fifty times linear, another of twice that 
power is employed, the planet's disc will 
look trt ice as broad. 
Try the same ex- 


periments with a bright btar, and, if the 
air is clear, and quiet enough to produce 
no confusion,, the star disc will not be 
made bigger by the highei power. 


A chemical journal states that rasp- 


berry jam, without raspberries, is now 
made from of the products obtained from 
coal ttir. 


Mr. C. Fasoldt states that he has seen 


under the micioscope lines ruled as close 
as 100,000 to the inch. 
Such lines have 


a width individually of only about one 
two-hundred-thousand of an inch.

has recommended increasing the pension 
granted MODS. Pasteur for his scientific 
labors to $5,000, with reversion to the 
wife and children. 


A novel open air service was held on a 


recent Sunday at Stocton, a village of 
Wark\\ ickshire, England.) The ceremony 
had for its object the consecration of a 
great granite boulder, which the villagers 
had caused to be neatly fenced and in- 
scribed. 
The inscription records that the 


stone was brought from Mount Sorrel, a 
distance of sixty milss, by an iceberg of 
a glacier in the great Ice Age; and it 
has acquired great local fame from the 
fact that the village rector found in the 
first link in a chair of evidence which has 
established the probability that the cur- 
rent of an ice-sheet ouce swept across the 
tableland of South Warwickshire from 
the Charnwood Forest heights. 


Displays at the London Fisheries Exhi- 


bition shows that the Chinese have some 
very ingenious methods of capturing 
fishes. In Swatow, for instance, they 
employ a boat drawing a few inches of 
water, with the rail nearly level with the 
surface. 
A narrow plank on one side is 


painted white, and in the moonlight the 
fish mistake this for water and jump over 
it into the boat. At Ningo cormorants 
are systematically trained to fish, while 
at Ichang a wild animal such as the otter 
is trained, not to fish, but to frighten the 
fish into nets. 


Dr. W. A. Cain, who lives in Chester 


county, not far from Christiana, says hfl 
recently made a very interesting experi- 
ment, the result of which seems confirm- 
atory of the theory of the famous English 
physician who first promulgated the effi- 
cacy of cream of tartar as a smallpox an- 
tidote. The doctor very naturally con- 
ceived the idea that if the drinking of 
cream tartar dissolved 
in water would 


almost immediately give relief to a per- 
son afflicted with smallpox, it would also 
disipate the effects of vaccination which 
had thoroughly taken. 
So procuring 


vaccine virus from Dr. Plank, of Chris- 
tinia, Dr. Cain vaccinated himself and 
wife. 
Both vaccinations took 
finely.

A NOVEL RAILWAV INVENTION.—Mr 


D. 13. Kagenaar, of the University o: 
Utrecht, recently devised 
a. novel ar- 


rangement for registering the speed ol 
trains while passing over bridges. 
Ii 


consists of two pArts. At each end 01 
the bridge is fixed a pedal, placed against 
the rail so as to be depressed by each 
wheel of the train passing over she spot. 
Each depression of the pedal makes con- 
tact in an electro-magnetic circuit, which, 
in part two, acts on needles placed against 
a cylinder situated at any convenient dis- 
tance. 
This cylinder is made to revolve 


by clockwork, and is covered with a sheet 
of paper. 
No wheels pass the pedals on 


the bridge, the needles marking straight 
parallel lines on the revolving paper sheet; 
but if contact is made as above mentioned 
the respective needles are momentarily 
deflected and mark the instant at which 
each wheel passes the pedal in connection 
on the bridge. 
The distance apart of 


the pedals at each end of the bridge be- 
ing known,as also the rate at which the 
registering cylinder revolves, the speed 
of the passing train can be deducted by 
simple measurement 
of trie distance 


apart of the traces made by the marking 
needles. 
As a further cheek, the num- 


ber of axles of which the train is com- 
posed is marked at the same time and in 
the same way, by the needles deflecting 
at each contact in the circuit.—Railway 
World.
